Many business organizations in 
the United States, it was pointed 
out at the opening session today, 
have developed to a point where 
they can exiend their operations 
into other countries on the Ameri-

Since international trade has de- 
veloped to such large proportions 
especially with American automo- 
tive products in South American 
countries, protection of trade marks 
within each country is no longer 
sufficient, it was pointed out. 

A basis for a treaty to protect 
trade marks in the American 
publics has been worked out by a 
committee composed of three mem- 
bers of the governing buard of the 
Pan-American Union. 

This proposed agreement is to be 
submitted to the conference here, 
and it is pianned eventually to ex- 


tend trade mark protection through- | , 


out the Western nemisphere. The 
committee has undertaken to work 
out a formula which will give effec- 
tive international protection with- 
out interfering with internal legisla- 
tion in each of twenty-one coun- 
tries. 

It proposes to accomplish this 
through establishment of an Inter- 
American Trade Mark Bureau, which

HICAGO, Feb. 11—New car 
registrations in Cook county 
for January showed a gain of 2,312 
over the corresponding month last 
year. This gain of 52 per cent. 
was contributed by seventeen indi- 
vidual makes and groups. The to- 
tals were 6,674 for January this 
year and 4,382 for last year. 

Ford had the largest month in 
volume since the introduction of the 
new model, totaling 2,255 for the 
lead. Last year Ford registered five 
cars. The Ford lead was by a liberal 
margin, Chevrolet taking second 


place, with 616. The latter had 1,100 
in January last year. However, 
Chevrolet is considerably behind on 
orders since the introduction in De-| 
cember of the new six, and future 
months should find the line well to 


the fore 
Buick took third position with 
470, followed by WHuson-Essex, a 


close fourth with 458. Essex as an 
individual unit, at 337, qualified for 


fourth position. Chrysler in fifth 
place had 326. The preceding Jan- 
uary Essex totaled 188. Hudson 
had 121 this year and 156 last. The 
Hudson-Essex gain was 33.1 per 
cent. 

Chrysler had a gain of 283 per 
cent., having had 326 last month 
and 254 in January, 1928. 

Oakland-Pontiac, in sixth place, 


registered 302, a gain of 13.9 per 
per cent. over 1928. Oakland had 
116 and Pontiac 186. 
respective totals were 122 and 143. 

Nash had 254 for seventh place, 
a gain of 12.8 per cent. over Janu- 
ary, 1928. Dodge was eighth with 
248, staging a noteworthy come-back 
with 248 for last month and 121 for | 
the preceding January. 
was 104.9 per cent. 
Studebaker-Erskine had 223 for 
ninth place, while Graham-Paige 
was tenth with 211, as against 90 
in January, 1928, a gain of 1344 
per cent. With the exception of 
Ford this was the largest percentage 
of gain for the month. 

Cadillac-La Salle as a combina- 
tion stepped up the ladder a few 
rungs, having a total of 207 for 
eleventh place. The pair had a 
gain of 11.2 per cent. over last 
year, when 177 registrations were 
credited to the group. Last month 
Cadillac contributed 140 of the 
207, as against 116 last year. La 
Salle had 67 for 1929 and 61 for 
1928.

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N the automotive field history has a curious way of 


| repeating itself. In many instances our first thought 
selected a certain type of design or equipment, then some- 
thing apparently better came along and displaced this first 
thought, only to have the original developed and perfected 
and brought back to its place as preferred equipment. 

For example, when the automobile was a staggering 
infant, the wheels used were invariably of the wire type. 
They were simply heavier bicycle wheels adopted because the 
bicycle industry was able to furnish them, and they did well 
enough on the light vehicles of that day. Then cars grew 
heavier, and the light wire wheels of that time did not prove 
satisfactory. The industry shifted to the wooden wheel, 
which ruled the roost for many years. The disk wheel came 
along and achieved a considerable vogue. But all this time 


the wire wheel makers in Europe and this country were} 
experimenting and developing their type, and eventually they 


evolved a wire wheel that met all qualifications for auto- 
motive use. The present day wire wheel is again gaining 
a vogue. The item of cost is against its general adoption, 
but circumstances may even change this. At any rate, the 
wire wheel, abandoned years and years ago, once 
very much in the field. 

In the beginning ignition for the internal combustion 
engine was furnished by “hot tube,” a primitive method of 
exploding the charge. Then we had battery ignition of 
sort, and finally came the magneto, which at that time was 
the first really efficient form of ignition device. The mag- 
neto is still efficient, but the self-starter, with its demand 
for electrical current from an outside source, placed the 
storage battery on the car. The manufacturers quickly saw 
the point: ‘‘Why not use the battery for ignition as well as 
starting, and save the cost of the magneto?” They did, and 
battery ignition was back on the car, where it had been in 
the very early days. 

When the automobile was

Nothing has yet appeared which gives evidence of having 
the requisite qualities, and perhaps some inventor may come 
along with an efficient use of the friction principle, which is 
and always has been theoretically perfect but weak in actual 
practice.

What American 
car was the first to put on magneto ignition and when was 
this done? What car was the first to adopt the modern 
type of battery ignition, and when?

What car first adopted pump feed for the fuel system, 
and when? What car first fitted four-wheel brakes, and 
exactly when? 

Some very interesting discussion may result if our 
readers who can claim membership in the veterans’ brigade 
will register their beliefs on some of these questions of ‘“‘the 
first ever to do this or that.”

1, 1935, by funds contributed by the 
contracting governments on the 
basis of population.

Two alternative proposals are be- 
ing considered as to the length of 
time trade marks shall be protected. 
One would establish an _ interna- 
tional agreement of fifteen years, 
with the opportunity of successive 
renewals for the same length of 
time 

The second proposal is that the 
period of protection be,the same as 
that already accorded in the coun- 
try in which the applicant lives, 
providing that protection does not 
exceed twenty years
